A special invitation preview was held at Paramount's Studio Theatre 
in Hollywood on September 21, 1964. The US press screening at 
the same movie theatre was on November 4 — one week before the 
general premiere. 


Roustabout Was not screened as a cinematic picture in Communist 
Easter Europe, nor in Spain. First screening in Spain was on TV in 
July 1978, tiled El trotamundos. The film was first released on Video 
Cassette inthe US inthe spring of 1978, and on DVD in 2000. 


MOWIE TRIVIA 


* Having once been a carnival worker, the idea 
for a picture With a carnival theme had been that 
of Colonel Tom Parker, and he tried to pitch the 
project to MGM in 1962. However, he was 
adamant that the movie “not cheapen carnival 
life, that this was a wholesome way of life in 
which the participants had a legitimate pride." 

* For authenticity, a real carnival was employed 
and set up on land near Thousand Oaks, 
California. This was one of many locations used 
as exterior shots in the movie. The interior shots 
used three connecting sound stages (Numbers 
12, 14 and 15) on the Paramount lot, The doors 
between them were opened up to make them 
into one huge stage, which was needed to 
accommodate the set for the big tent scenes. 
This was the first time in the history of the studio 
that they had done this. 

+ The cast of ARoustabout consisted of many. 
reputable co:actors, suchas Barbara Stanwyck, 


Leif Erickson and Sue Ane Langdon. Richard Kiel, 


later best known for his role as the steel-toothed 
“Jaws” in the James Bond movie series, played a 
carnival strongman, while the film also marked 
the movie debut of Raquel Welch, playing an 
uncredited role as a college girl. 

+ Roustabout was nominated!for, but did not win, 
Best Written American Musical by the Writers 
Guild of America in 1965. 

+ The competent director, John Rich, dared to 
push Elvis to give his all as an actor. Although 
Elvis was uncomfortable being challenged this 
Way, his performance was noticeably better than 
in most of his other flicks. In a memo, associate 
producer Paul Nathan later noted after the film 
had enjoyed a good preview: “Elvis saw the 
picture recently and told me itis the best picture 
he's ever made. He is not given to praise and his 
comment, if ever, is ‘it's pretty good' or ‘it's ok." 
+ The film brought in $3 million dollars in the 
USA and Canada during its first run. It peaked at 
#8 on Variety's movie chart in early December 
1964 and ranked #28 on the list of films for 
1965. Meanwhile, Elvis was ranked the sixth 
biggest money making movie star for 1964. 
The European premiere was at Columbia Theatre 
in London, on November 12, 1964. The movie 
had been rated by the British Board of Film 
Classification late August 1964, but did not 
go out on general release in the UK until 
Christmas week. 

- The Vew York Times review of. November 11, 
1964 said that “Mr. Presley (is) perfectly cast 
and perfectly at ease as a Knockabout, leathery. 
young man derelict who links up with a small: 
time transient midway. It also has, as the 
carnival owner, the professional! seasoning. of 
Barbara Stanwyck… And while the carnival 
canvas yields little in the way of dramatic 
substance, it does cue in 11 songs: most of 
them, arriving thick and fast, are dandy." 


THE SOUNDTRACK ALBUM 


The Roustabout LP (LPM/LSP:2999*) was first 
announced in Billboard Magazine on October 3, 
1964. it entered their Top LP's chart at #100 on 
November 14, and made a fast ascent to the #1 
spot on January 2, 1965. With initial sales of 
450,000 copies, the album sold 50,000 more 
than any of Elvis! last three soundtracks, and 
was his last top position on the Billboard LP chart 
until 1973, Outside the US, the LP was released 
mid-:December 1964, just in time for Christmas. 
Internationally, the album sold well, but there 
were few countries that had established their 
own LP charts at the time, so there were few 
official international chart positions.

The album Was certified gold in Australia in 
1968, and in the US in 1988. In 1965, Elvis! 
“Little Egypt” was voted the Number 1 Recordof 
the Year in New Zealand. In February 1967, RCA 
Australia released an EP(RCA 20407) withit and 
“Poison |vy League” on the A:side. The EP made 
#27 on the regional Brisbane singles chart. The 
title track made #2 on the national radio list 
in South Africa, and #14 on the regional 
Australian Canberra 2CA Week's Top Hits in 
January 1965. “One Track Heart! made #3 on 
the national Israeli radio chart in April 1965. The 
latter track is also rumored! to have placed at 
#24 on a leading French chart.

In late 1964, RCA Victor label designs changed to a smaller

in the LP having two different label designs upon issue.

an release a movie single prior to the 
AE album, RCA Victor only opted for an 
album release, and! issued a promo 45 of 
“Roustabout"/“One Track Heart! (SP:45:139) 
for radio stations only. However, RCA Victor in 
the Philippines released four singles from the 
LP: “Little Egypt!/“Roustabout (RCA 47:6169), 
“Poison lvy League*/“Its A Wonderful Worid! 
(RCA 47-6170), “It's Carnival Time”/"One Track 
Heart’ (RCA 47-6171) and “Big Love Big 
Heartache!/"Wheels On My Heels' (RCA 
47-6172). Only two other countries are known to 
have released official soundtrack singles: RCA 
Victor in Peru released “Roustabout® with “Hard 
Knocks" (FTA:390) in 1965, while RCA Victor in 
South Africa issued a 45 featuring “Little Egypt” 
with ‘Angel” (RCA 41.809). In early 1965, afour- 
track Roustabout EP (RCA TP:179) was the first 
Portuguese Elvis record ever issued.
